Applicant added Claims 15 and 16. Therefore, Claims 1-11 and 13-16 are pending in 
this Application. Furthermore, after the Examiner's Amendment below, Claims 1-11 and 13-16 
are in condition for allowance. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on June 6, 2007 was correctly 
filed. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the 
IDS was considered by the Examiner.

Applicant's remarks filed June 6, 2007 are moot in light of the Examiner's Amendment. 
Claim 13 is now in condition for allowance. All outstanding rejections and objections are 
hereby withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's invention is drawn to cyclic benzimidazoles and a method of using those 
compounds and compositions. There is no prior art which anticipates or renders Applicant's 
invention obvious. The closest prior art is Kaminski, et al., "Antiulcer Agents. 6. Analysis of the 
in Vitro Biochemical and in Vivo Gastric Antisecretory Activity of Substituted Imidazo[l,2- 
ajpyridines and Related Analogues Using Comparative Molecular Field Analysis and 
Hypothetical Active Site Lattice Methodologies", J. Med. Chem., Vol. 40, pp. 427-436 (1997). 
Kaminski, et al. discloses compounds which are structurally similar to the instantly claimed 
compounds (see Table 1, p. 428). However, none of the compounds recited in Kaminski, et al. 
meet each and every structural limitation of the claimed invention. 

Accordingly, Claims 1-11 and 13-16 are free of the prior art and ALLOWED.
